A new experimental math 
program has been developed 
here is apparently resulting in 
significantly greater math! 
achievement in the classes in| 
which it was tried, than 
achievement by classes where 
it was not tried. | 

But standarized testing meth- 
ods to see if achievement here 
—insofar as use of the new 
math program is concerned— 
is as good or better than 
should be expected, have not 
yet been developed. 

These were high points of 
a report given by district} 
mathematical consultant John) 
Martin, in a Tuesday night dis- 
cussion of the experimental 
math program which he has 
been overseeing for the past 
two years. | 

The detailed report called 
attention to the effective use- 
fulness of materials developed 
by the School Mathematics 
Study Group, and the fact that | 
such materials are not yet 
available to all grades. | 

However, Martin said, work 
done with second grade classes 
and fourth grade classes indi- 
cated good progress in devel-| 
oping an aggressive attitude 
toward the standard mathe- 
matical techniques. | 

Also, he said, youngsters in 
classes in which these methods 
were used did better than did 
those in which they were not 
used. 


He added he couldn’t say 
how much better, because the 
district uses an “open ended” 
math program.

All Possibilities Need 
Study in Woodside 


Woodside has for some time been tied up with the 
problem of what to do with its business area. With a strict 
philosophy of keeping things as rural as possible, the 
town’s officials are naturally reluctant to uncap additional 
land for commercial use. 

Yet the stark reality persists: The town’s present busi- 
ness sector straddling the south side of Woodside Road 
needs a better plan to combat burgeoning traffic. Anyone 
who has attempted to back out onto Woodside Road dur- 
ing peak hours knows only too well the dangers involved. 

Currently, the town center study is awaiting a final 
sewer survey report which should determine whether com- 
mercially-zoned land below the business area can have its 
septic tanks relocated to provide more parking space. The 
town is also exploring the possibility of connecting the 
business area with the North Fair Oaks Sewer District in 
order to free the land for parking. 

Town planners feel that the additional parking and 
the removal of direct access to the shops from Woodside 
Road would materially solve the problem. 

However, Mrs. F. Ramsdell Cummings feels her plan 
for the town is far more practical and esthetic, She en- 
visions a terraced specialty shop area a la Mediterranean 
style — topped by a civic center overlooking Portola Valley 
—on her hill property on the north side of Woodside Road. 

Mrs. Cummings recently was denied a request to move 
the town’s Standard Oil station to a portion of her land 
because, it was pointed out, it constituted spot zoning. The 
unfinished center plan, which notes that a gas station on the 
Cummings plot would be possible, has proved a chronic 
stumbling block to her long-standing bid. 

Donald Graham, Woodside’s new mayor, has urged 
that work be expedited on the plan and stressed that Mrs. 
Cummings should not go away with a feeling of hopeless- 
ness. 

Aside from the fact that Mrs. Cumimngs can do little 
with her land, residentially speaking, it appears there is 
something far more important here. 
plan helps spell it out. 

On the face of it, the idea of a hilltop civic center 
and attractive terraced shops seems a very plausible one 

for Woodside’s future. It should not be ruled out.

Schoolmen Have Problems 


What with one thing and an- 
other, it should not be unex- 
pected if professional school 
administrators and school 
board members would ocea- 
sionally fall victims of para- 
noia. 

For the school ,evple—and 
we lump the volunteer board 
members with the professional 
administrators — in this area 
are under constant and heavy 
fire from a variety of direc- 
tions. 

Consider: 

The Sequoia High School 
District beard recently made 
a tentative decision regard- 
ing attendance lines; this 
was almost immediately fol- 
lowed by the initiation of a 
recall movement, plus initia- 

tion of several studies by ci- 
tizens aimed at getting a 
change in that decision. 

Also, students in one of the 
district’s high schools recently 
passed a resolution, in one of 
their clubs which is supposed 
to be a forum of practical de- 
mocracy, a resolution in which 
they said they felt the Commu- 
nist party should be granted 
legal status. This brought down 
another storm of wrath from 
parents, an assemblyman who 

wants the Communist party 
outlawed, and others. 

On the purely local level, 
the Menlo Park School District 
board and administration finds 
itself under fire for wanting to 
raise the district’s permissive 
tax rate maximum, and not 
just for reasons of economy, 
either. 

True, there are those who 
think the present tax rate is 
high enough and there are oth- 
ers who honestly don’t feel 
that they can put a larger 
share of their incomes into 
public education, but along 
with these are those who want 
to use “no” votes in the elec- 
tion as a club with which to 
force changes in the education- 
al program. 

Dr. Glen Haydon, who did- 
n’t vote with the other four 
members of the board to go 
for the tax increase, said in 
effect that he voted against 

it because he felt the entire 
school program should be re- 
viewed, with an eye to elimi- 
nating what he felt were 
poor educational practices. 

He suggested the setting-up 
of a citizens’ committee to re- 
view the subject matter taught 
in the district, and how it was 
taught. 

All the people at odds with 
the administrators and board 
members in the Sequoia and 
Menlo Park school districts, as 
described above, have a varie- 
ty of weapons of harassment 
and bedevilment ready at hand. 
And they use them. 

One of the most popular, as 
indicated by the fact that men- 
tion of it appears twice above, 
is the move to “refer this to 
committee.” 

There’s now a study commit- 
tee looking over the attend- 
ance projections on which the 


Sequoia board based its tenta- 
tive decision to change the 
boundary lines, as well as some 
volunteer committees in the 
Willows area. 

They may or may not come 
up with something; in the 
meantime, the Sequoia board 
has indicated that itll make 
its own decisions but will 
modify them if good cause 
can be shown. 

Far more powerful would be 
the type of committee propos- 
ed by Dr. Haydon. This one 
says, in effect, “do nothing ‘til 
you hear from us.” And it can 
use opposition at the polls to 
back up its demands.

In the Menlo Park School 
District at this time, Business 
Manager John Richert has 
published a_ tentative study 
budget for the 1962-63 fiscal 
year which is 17 pages long, 
and which is pretty exhaustive 
in detail. 

“The only way we could 
make up a more detailed stu- 
dy budget,” he says, “would 
be to reprint the ledger 
cards.” 

As things now stand, the 
preparation of the study bud- 
get — much of which, by defi- 
nition almost, won’t be adopt- 
ed — has already cost the tax- 
payers a whale of a lot of mon- 
ey in bookkeeeping time, pa- 
per, secretarial time and _ in- 
convenience. 

Whether anybody reads all 
this careful documentation is 
problematical. The Recorder 
has had a copy of Richert’s 
study budget on file for the 
past month snd not one person 
has asked to look at it although 
the fact that it was available 
was published in the news col- 
umns. 

The establishment of com- 
mittees and the gathering of 
information from persons on 
the public payroll are, of 
course, democratic rights and 
as such undisputed, with the 
condition that a school board 
can’t delegate its authority to 
make decisions to such a com- 
mittee, nor can an administra- 
tor bypass the decisions of his 
school board to accede to the 
wishes of a private individual 
or goup. 

The above-cited democratic 
rights become methods of ha- 
rassment only when they’re 
used overmuch or for selfish 
reasons, of course. 

Happily, there are no per- 
sonality conflicts involved in 
the presetn moves for com- 
mittees, or requests for more 
information. 

When somebody just wants 
to “get rid of so-and-so” be- 
cause he doesn’t like the cut 
of his jib, the situation can get 
very nasty indeed. 

The writer recalls an occa- 
sion years ago, when a parent 
and dedicated PTA member 
marched into the superintend- 
ent’s office in one of the local 
school districts, and announced 
she wanted to see a teacher 
discharged because she didn’t 
like her. 

In this case, the parent did- 
n’t even have a child in the 
teacher’s class. The teacher 
had tenure and had previously 
been at least nominally re- 
spected as an educator by all 
parents of the district. 

But the parent promised 
whispering campaigns in the 
PTA, opposition to coming 
bond issues and tax measures, 
and a whole host of other re- 
venges.

sion of the Department of 
Building Construction and Gen- 
eral Services is a good exam- 
ple. Despite the fact this bur- 
eau is only a few years old, it 
has grown continuously over 
the years. 

A big part of the work is to 
furnish printing in opposition 
to private business. Last year 
(1960-61), for example, this of- 
fice turned out a total of 
4,900,709 copies. For the first 
six months of this year (Janu- 
ary-June) was 2,836,377 copies. 


The preliminary budget al- 
so reveals that the central 
services division has stepped 
out of being a supplier for 
the county alone. It now is 
processing jobs for several 
school districts, including 
Redwood City, Menlo Park, 
Sequoia High School, Jeffer- 
son School District and the 
College of San Mateo. 


The city libraries of Menlo 
Park and San Mateo are also 
under contract to process their 
cards through the county serv- 
ice. 

Another important function 
of the department is handling 
of the mail. Some idea of the 
volume can be seen in these 
budget figures: Municipal 
Courts, 70,000 traffic warrants 
annually; welfare department, 
cver 70,000 aid payments an- 
nually and recipient identifica- 
tion yards; superintendent of 
schools, 10,000 warrants and 
statements monthly; assessor, 
personal property statements, 
veterans exemptions and boat 
registrations; tax collector, tax 
bills and dog licenses; treasur- 
er, 1911 bond retirement state- 
ments. 


Another real important it- 
tem is the matter of the tele- 
phone bill. Manager Stal- 
lings predicts this “little it- 
em” will jump to $97,457 for 
the next fiscal year. 

Sheriff Earl B. Whitmore is 
slated for an increased spend- 
ing program of $1,214,986—up 

83,070 over the present fiscal 
year. This is $102,894 less than 
the sheriff requested. Stallings 
has approved seven new posi- 
tions in this department. 


Two are Account Clerk I, 
one for the civil division to 
handle a greatly increased vol- 
ume of business, and the sec- 
ond to take over accounting 
duties at the county jail. Other 
new jobs are two deputies for 
the special East Palo Alto pa- 
trol (three days per week) and 
for airport and beach “stake- 
cut” and patrol relief assign- 
ments. 


A third new deputy will be 
used in the transportation de- 
tail, and a fourth will join the 
Inspector’s Bureau. The sev 
enth new job is that of a cook 
at the county jail. 


The total of 9293 prisoners 
transported to and from five 
municipal and seven superior 
courts represents a growth 
of approximately 25 per cent 
over the 7425 carried in 1960. 

The county jail now serves 
31,000 meals a year or 188 
more than were prepared the 
previous year. The jail oper- 
ates from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., sev- 
en days a week, and the job is 
getting too big for the present 
staff of two cooks. 


The sheriff also was allowed 
$7500 for a new patrol boat 
to replace one purchased in 
i960 which did not prove ade- 
quate, the budget message re- 
ported. 


Improvements in bookkeep- 
ing methods (including a mas- 
ter index file costing $5200), 
add slightly to budget costs but 
are expected to prove “sav- 
ings” over the years. The new 
inspector is expected to cut 
down the 1200 hours of over- 
time turned in by that bureau 
in 1961. 

The board of supervisors 
still in its budget studies 
was able to trim approxi- 
mately a million dollars 
from welfare costs, which 
likely will mean that the 
board will be able to cut the 

tax rate another cent to a 
total of three cents. 


Manager Stallings had made 
his estimates on figures of last 
year, but when records of the 
first six months of 1962 were 
brought up to date they show- 
ed the estimates to be too 
high. 

Several categories of aid to 
the needy, aged and blind will 
be down, but aid to needy chil- 
dren are predicted to be on the 
increase, 

While most of the funds for 
these programs are state-fed- 
eral, the reduction still means 
a possible tax cut at the local 
level which is good news.
